Advanced Placement policies of most Minnesota institutions of higher learning are represented in this 
guide. We recognize that the guide may be incomplete both in the information provided and in the 
institutions covered. With the publication of this information at regular intervals in the future, we 
expect that colleges and universities will continue to update their policies and move toward more 
specific indication of course equivalent credits. Institutions not included in this guide may give credit, 
but have not made their policies available for this edition of the guide. Policy changes are current as of 
May 7, 2004. You may want to call the college contact to verify credits, based on exam scores earned. 

Institutions that are part of Minnesota State Colleges and Universities (MnSCU) have adopted a policy 
establishing common practices among these institutions for awarding credit based on student 
performance on Advanced Placement examinations. The policy as stated on the following page will 
be observed by member institutions; however, many have individually approved additional credit- 
equivalent guidelines which are spelled out in this guide.

BOARD POLICY 3.15 

Chapter 3. EDUCATIONAL POLICI ES 

Section 15. Advanced Placement 



3.15 ADVANCED PLACEMENT. 



Part 1. Purpose. 

The purpose of this policy is to establish common practices among all Minnesota State Colleges and Universities for awarding 
credit based on student performance on Advanced Placement (AP) examinations. 



Part 2. Purpose. 

Advanced Placement is a program of the College Entrance Examination Board through which secondary students complete 
college-level courses in high schools that are designated as AP and earn college credits by demonstrating a specified level of 
performance on AP examinations. The AP examinations, which are scored on a 5-point scale, can be taken by any student 
who feels prepared by independent study or other preparation as well as by students who complete AP courses. 

PART 3. Advanced Placement Policy. 

MnSCU shall grant credit for AP examinations according to the following: 

1. A score of 3 shall be the minimum for credit awards. A higher score may be established if a department bas 
conducted studies that show a score of 3 is too low to predict success in sequential courses. 

2. The same amount of credit shall be granted for scores of 3,4 and 5 unless the higher score clearly represents 
more coverage of material rather than a better grade on the material, as in some mathematics sequences. 

3. Credit shall be given for a specific college course if a test covers substantially similar material. If the test 
material does not match an existing course, students shall be given four quarters or three semester elective 
credits. No credits exemptions shall be granted. 

4. Students shall be allowed to petition for electives to meet certain general education requirements for the 
A. A., A.S., or A.A.S. degrees. 

5. No college or university shall limit the total number of credits a student can earn through AP courses and 
tests.
